Vierling Kersey, for the past
eight years state superintendent
of public instruction, will as-
sume the office of the Los An-
geles City School districts, Feb.
1. ‘A native of Los Angeles, a
product of its schools, a nation-
ally known educator, and one
who has successfully conducted
state 'school " affairs for many
years, Kersey was almost uni:
versally considered  the logical
successor of ,Dr. Frank A.
Bouelle, retiring superintendent.

Dr. Kersey was born in Los
Angeles Jan. 28, 1800. He at-
tended. the city schools, gradu-

from  Polytechnic
and graduated from the Los
Angeles State Normal School,
which later became the Univer-
sity of Célifornia at Los An-
geles. He attended the Univer-
sity of Southern California, re-
celving. a B. A. degree in 1916.
In 19290 Whittier College honored
him with the degree of LL. D,
-and this was followed in 1980
by the honorary. degree of Ped,
D., conferred on him by -the
Uhniversity of - Southern Califor-
nia.

He began his teaching career
in the Seventh Street Element-
ary school in January, 1911, and
three years later was elected
fifth assistant superintendent,
which—position he held until
February, - 1029, when he suc-
ceeded -Willlam J. ‘Cooper as
state superintendent.

Dr, Kersey is president of- the
National Council of State Super-
intendents and vice -president
of the National Eduéatidn asso-
ciation, He is author of various
bopks, pamphlets, and articles
on_education, vocational cduca-
tion, adult education, and pub-
lic school finance.
